"Naturally, we can't hope to expor 


unless we import. What would hap 
pen to the southern farmer if h 
lost his world market for tobacc 
and cotton? Few people realize tha 
50 per cent of our cotton is sold t 
other countries, or thct we expor 
14 per cent of our automobiles, 3 
per cent of our copper, 32 per cen 
of our oil, and 23 per cent of our 
agricultural machinery output. 


England buys 80 per cent of he 


cotton from us. If we ceased to-bu 
from England, she, of course, woul 
stop buying our cotton," said Pro- 
fessor Laing, who then went on to 
show how bitterness and hatred are 
engendered by the breaking of nor- 
mal trade relations. 


AGREEMENT SEEN 


The speaker thought the risk in- 


volved in building up on economic 
nationalism was entirely too great 
to make it worth while. He reached 
the conclusion that it could only be 
done at the high cost of destroying 
our civilization, and that while we 
might do it on the pretense of stop- 
ping war, we would only make war 
more imminent.

Business Is Better— 


Business has improved decidedly in the east 


and middle west. Uncle Sam, a sick man for 
four years, shows signs of returning vitality 
in spite of the fact that his bedside has been 
so crowded with specialists and recovery ex- 
perts he could scarcely find air to breathe. 


Automobile companies are running three 


shifts and raising wages; cotton and woolen 
mills on the Atlantic seaboard are at capacity 
after paralysis for more than ten years; shoe 
factories are putting out rush orders; manu- 
facturers of electrical appliances are adver- 
tising for help. For the first time since 1926, 
the activity of industry is not spotted in cer- 
tain zones but is rapidly becoming wide- 
spread. 


We should remember that industry has 


been sick for a longer period than trie break- 
clown of stock markets in 1929. The building 
trades, for example, were dormant on the 
Pacific coast long before the stock crash. 


People generally will not get excited at a 


finger pointing at another false dawn. State- 
ments prepared merely for the purpose of 
keeping up the courage of the country are of 
no avail. The minds of the people are still in 
the grip of cynicism, and prosperity must in- 
troduce itself unmistakably, and not continue 
to emit faint squeaks from around some cor- 
ner. But business is undeniably getting better. 


While good business never reaches the Paci- 


fic coast until the east and middle west are 


_ booming, there are plenty of signs in southern 


California that"tfa"de'*9»s" revivecr"•BUslnessr 
is still in. a dangerous ,spot, with thousands 
unemployed, or existing on mouthfuls of labor 
doled out by federal and state agencies. But, 
gradually, the country seems to be definitely 
entering into the period of convalescence. 


Pensions for war veterans have always in- 


creased in this country. They have never been 
permanently reduced, always raised. Three presi- 
dents in succession have attempted to curtail 
them. Congress over-rides each attempt. What's 
the reason'.' Well, viewing it without prejudice, 
the people are always on the side of the men who 
bore the brunt of war. Back of it all is a feeling 
that if we don't want to pay for our wars, the 
logical tiling to do is not to go to war. 


No News Today— 


One uf the commonest expressions for the 


past several years has been: "There's nothing 
much in the newspapers today." 


And the reason for this attitude on the part 


of the average reader is that he is looking for 
something that, would, be a solution, or the 
hint of a solution, of his own problems. Inas- 
much as a solution of nearly all problems at 
present would be something in connection 
with economics, the reader is looking for news 
that points to an upturn in business, and more 
particularly, in his line of business. That's a 
reasonable and understandable desire. 


Yet. the news of the country and the world 


is revolutionary. It is epic, as fraught with 
portent u.3 v.-a." tha nev.'s of the progress of 
the French revolution; or the advance of the 
Americans in tho Argorme forest. The world 
and this country are in the throes of a colossal 
make-over that will furnish chapters in his- 
tory one hundred years from this date. 


The headlines tell of an Insull, involuntarily 


returning to the country he betrayed; of faith- 
less financiers entering prison one by one and 
two by two; of public officials on trial; of the 
battle uf the open and closed shop in its final 
stages; of the struggle to bring malefactors 
of great wealth within (.lie law; of the collapse 
of the cities and the return to the farms; ol 
the imminent loss of the private banking 
privilege; of the six-hour day to combat the 
mechanistic: age—and of the return to a cyni- 
cal, rather than moral, belief in honesty as 
the best policy. 


(Jreat history is in the making. But like tho 


man who could not scv the forest because 
there were so many trees, we do not grasp 
me .liyuificanco of event:; that are happening 
all around us. This is the greatest news-mak- 
ing era in ihe world .-; history. As the Irish- 
man says—anything may happen, and prob- 
ably will.

Calling Names in Congress— 


Conservative members of both parties are 


pretending to be scandalized by what they 
term to foe evidence of Socialistic and Com- 
munistic leanings in the administration's offi- 
cial family. 


Mr. Hearst, the camouflaged liberal, is 


alarmed, and publishes pontifical editorials of 
warning. The brain-trusters are under the 
microscope. Their written and spoken utter- 
ances are being scrutinized, and certain mem- 
bers of congress believe they detect a reddish 
tinge in the Roosevelt policies. 


From a distance it furnishes mild amuse- 


ment, inasmuch as the trend has been fully 
apparent from the first; and attaching the 
washed-out, frayed labels of Communism or 
Socialism to the government's policies is be- 
lated, as is also any accusation of Fascism or 
other forms of dictatorship. The president 
met these criticisms sanely enough in a re- 
cent speech when he intimated that attempts 
to compare this couniry's trend with that of 
the forms of government in other countries 
is beside the point, and can lead nowhere. 
Calling names, while human, is nevertheless 
shortsighted. Such tactics merely reveal our 
stupid penchant for the placing of labels on 
things; substituting slogans for sensible analy- 
sis. 


With the collapse of our capitalistic system 


in 1929 in this country, and earlier than that 
date in other countries, modified dictatorship 
was not only necessary, but was demanded by 
the people. It was so in Italy; it became a 
necessity when Roosevelt was elected. In 
Italy they called it Fascism; in the United 
States it was Roosevelt, a dictator by consent 
of a vast majority of the people, commoners 
and capitalists alike. 


Democracy had broken down." It had been 


nothing but a name for a quarter of a cen- 
tury in this country. The condition of the 
times; the exigencies of the period—demand- 
ed something that under analysis proved to 
be a one-man government. Mussolini did not 
seize the government—the people demanded 
that he assume control. The American peo- 
ple took the same attitude with Roosevelt. 
Trying to define the situation by putting 
names to it—that of Socialism or Communism 
—is a human trait, but does not get to the 
root of it. 


We should remember that democracy is 


founded on a delegated power. The wider 
that power of delegation the more democracy, 
but it is forgotten that democracy also has 
the authority to restrict the powers of dele- 
gation in a crisis. One has only to remember 
the delegated powers in the ordinary family 
to get the proper viewpoint. The head of the 
family, if it is a good and properly function- 
ing unit, delegates most of the powers to 
members of that family. When a crisis comes 
the powers are temporarily withdrawn until 
normal conditions can be established. Nations 
are merely groups of families. 


Tlicvgp prips nf-alarm rnnrprning^jb.^ litter^ 


ances of brain-trusters—that they are work- 
ing to undermine the constitution—that they 
are sowing seeds of Socialism and Commun- 
ism in the schools—is a renewed revelation 
that standpatters in all parties never properly 
analyze drifts and trends, and that they do 
not understand the constitution. In the last 
six months the United States supreme court. 
has several times shown that the constitution 
is to be utilized always in the best interests 
of the people, and not to be allowed to be- 
come an obstruction in itself. 


The constitution is a generalized set of 


rules, to be used as a guide according to the 
changing needs of government, not a sacred, 
fixed, immovable, implacable barrier that may, 
and often does block progress if arbitrarily 
interpreted. That's what the supreme court 
is for—to make the constitution fit the needs 
of a changing, fluid, advancing condition of 
government. What a law student learns about 
the constitution in school might not be the 
proper interpretation when he is sixty years 
old. 


Mussolini has said that Fascism is not ex- 


portable. It belongs only in Italy. There are 
a few mistaken idealists in Russia and thru- 
out the world who believe that Communism 
is a cure for the ills of all the world. We have 
a form of dictatorship in the United States 
at the present time, but not necessarily Fas- 
cism. We have Communistic idealisms in pro- 
cess of experimentation in our government, 
but not necessarily an adoption of the Rus- 
sian form of government. 


The facts are that we are in a new world. 


The old order has passed. Our government in 
the future will contain some of the best ideas 
of all governments, for that is the manner in 
which our government has always progressed. 
There is actually no such thing as a pure 
American government, or Italian government 
or Russian, government. All governments, if 
they go forward, are made up of parts of 
others, for the simple reason that they are 
formulated out of facts and 
demonstrable 


truths, not on names, such as Socialism, or 
Communism, or Fascism, or Americanism. 


But trends are inevitable, and have noth- 


ing to do with names, either of party move- 
ments or individuals. The American govern- 
ment of the future will have something of 
Fascism in it; something of Communism in it; 
something of the old Anglo-Saxon govern- 
ment in it; more of social justice, less of the 
rule of the financially powerful; and there- 
fore, more of the principles of the Christian 
religion, and other philosophies based on hu- 
man needs. We must not make changes for 
the sake of change, nor cling to the eld out 
of B mi.st-nken regard for the complete and 
final wisdom of the forefathers. 


Vvo have a quotation from the classics: "As 


immutable as the laws of the Medes and the 
Persians." The ruling classes attempted to 
set up a constitution and a set of laws that 
could not be changed under any circum- 
stances. And the people finally overturned 
that government and took all the lawbooks 
out into the street and burned them. 


When man takes on the mask of immutabil- 


ity he is headed toward revolution.

Aphis Infestation 


Inflicting Damage 


Infestations of plant lice of all col- 


ors and descriptions are abnormally 
heavy this spring due to weather 
conditions which have been favor- 
able for their propagation, according 
to H. H. Wilcomb, deputy agricultural 
commissioner of Los Angeles county, 
who has found that this condition 
is general in most parts of the county 
on both ornamental, field and or- 
chard crops. 


"Citrus orchards in blossom at the 


present time are becoming heavily 
infested," Mr. Wilcomb said, "and 
unless growers control the aphis im- 
mediately, severe damage to this sea- 
son's set of fruit may result." 


The aphis do their injury by curl- 


ing and distorting the foliage and 
dropping the bloom. If a treatment 
is applied at this time, it should 
carry the grove thru the blooming 
period, and therefore even though a 
reinfestation occurs, it will not affect 
the set of this year's crop. Also, a 
little later on, natural enemies will 
reduce the infestations to where 
they will do no material damage, 
but it is too early in the season for 
them to appear in sufficient numbers 
to do much good at this time. 


Nicotine sulphate spray at the rate 


of three-quarters of a pint to one 
hundred gallons of solution, with an 
adequate spreader, and number ten 
nicotine sulphate dust, are being

as a spray, it is satisfactory and costs 
considerably less.

Overproduction More Than 


3000 Years Ago 


Some time last year we pointed 


out an extract from Herod showing 
that even in the years B. C. the 
Greek farmer was hollering his head 
off about low prices and overpro- 
duction. This week we noted in the 
Herald-Tribune a letter from Pliny 
the Younger written probably 1833 
years before NRA and AAA to his 
friend Julius Naso, in which he com- 
plains just as a 1934 grower does, of 
crop losses on one property and 
overproduction and poor prices on 
another. As follows: 


"A storm of hail, I am informed, 


has destroyed all the produce of my 
estate in Tuscany; while that which 
I have on the c'her side of the Po, 
though it has proven extremely 
fruitful this season, yet from exces- 
sive cheapness of everything, turns 
to small account."—Produce Guide.

health, Bernard B. Phillips, brother! 
of Mrs. W. P. Pollard of Covina, and 
for nine years caretaker at the David 
and Margaret home for children in 
La Verne, died Easter Sunday from 
an attack of influenza. He was in 
his seventy-eighth year.

But it took the expert i 
copy -writer to express it with a | 
phrase that has become a national 
byword, 'say it with flowers,' a 
phrase with appeal to the poet in 
everyone," declares Mrs. Saunders 
in explaining how words, when ex- 
pertly used, pay large dividends. 


Before the gold rush, before Cali- 


fornia became a. state, before there 
were cities of size in the western 
territory, printers and e d i t o r s 
marched hand-in-hand with pioneers 
into tiiis state and set up their 
presses. 


Many a tiny ship that bravely 


plowed the waters around the horn 
from New York to California car- 
ried a printing press. Many of the 
prairie schooners carried fonts of 
type. 


California's first newspaper was 


printed on paper which was Intend- 
ed to wrap cigars. It was run off on 
a Mexican hand press that had been 
left at Monterey. The type was dirty 
and twisted. There were no W's 
but for all that the paper came out. 


Known as the "Californian," the 


first newspaper saw the light of day 
in Monterey on August 15, 3816. 
tts printer was Robert Semple, who 
also was the first president of a 
state constitutional convention. Its 
aclitor was the Rev. Walter Colton. 


Lack of W's in the Spanish alpha- 


bet didn't bother the printer and 
editor too much. They put Vs to- 
gether as long as the V's lasted and 
then they used U's. 


Their thoughts, marshalled forth 


in the prospectus, page one, column 
one, (there were only two columns) 
weren't so different from maty that 
appear today. In part they Bald: 


"We shall maintain freedom of 


speech and the press, and those 
great principles of religious tolera- 
tion, which allows every man to 
worship God according to the dic- 
tates of his own conscience. 


"We she1.! advocate such a sys- 


tem of public education as will 
bring the means of a good practical 
education to every child In Califor- 
nia." 


Following Semple and Colton to 


California was Samuel Brannan, a 
Mormon, who brought a complete 
printing outfit from New York by 
boat and began publishing 
the 


"California Star" in San Francisco 
in October 1846. This paper was 
combined in January 1849 with the 
Monterey paper as "Alta Califor- 
nian." 


That was the first newspaper 


merger In California, a step In the 
piogresfi of publishing In this state 
that has been aped many thousands 
of times since. 


The "Aita Californian" did aland 


office business at the outset. An 
historian says that "Its receipts for 
advertising alone often ran as high 
as $2,000 a day." 


After making a. fortune out of the 


paper it was sold for $125,000 gold 
in 1850.

Editors would start publication 


one day and go after gold the next, 
leaving equipment stand where It 
was. 


San Francisco had five morning 


newspapers at one time—the Chron- 
icle, Herald, Town Talk, Alta and 
Globe. 


The first evening newspaper In 


California was the Picayune, bora 
August 3, 1850. Died while in in- 
fancy. 


The Watchman was California's 


first religious paper and the Cali- 
fornia Illustrated Times, the first 
picture paper. Both were born in 
1850. May their pages rest In peace. 


Editors of the early days in San 


Francisco had a taste for weird 
names. Out came "Satan's Bassoon" 
to be followed by "The Present and 
Future," "Star of the West," "Uncle 
Sam," 
"Tarn-Tarn," and "The 


Phare." 


Sacramento's first daily was the 


Union. It was first published March 
19, 1851 and has never missed a day 
of publication since. Its record is 
the oldest In the west. 


Los Angeles' first newspaper was 


the Star, published first, May 17, 
1851. Santa Barbara first read the 
Gazette May 24, 1855. Santa Cruz 
waa_ gjyen the Pacific Sentinel In 
June 185G. 


By that date newspapers were 


common In California. Every com- 
munity In tae state had her editor 
—sometimes more. Some of the 
editors starved for principles. Some 
waxed fat for a time on public 
favor and then were killed in a due 
or grew weary of the hum-drum life 
and started an editorial campaign 
which spelled death to the paper. 


Hand printing presses gave way 


to power. Hand set type gave way 
to linotype machines. Telegraph 
operators were displaced by the 
"iron mike" or teletype machines. 
Everywhere the urge for speeding 


up communications came Into vogue 
vith advancing years. 


Press associations were formed 


o gather the world wide news, con- 
lense it and send It by wires to 
daily newspapers in all parts of the 
vorld. 


Feature 
services were born— 


;hose to supply pictures, those to 
supply comic strips, those to supply 
all o£ the various material that now 


oes into our newspapers of today. 
Changes have been rapid in the 


newspaper business. Color printing 
and rotogravure printing have been 
the newest stages. Editors predict 
;reater changes for the future—a 
machine that will allow a reporter 
to set type as he punches his type- 
writer keyboard is one of these. 


As fast as ideas, have come into 


the newsp'aper~puT)llsmng "bustness" 
has come the expressed need for 
more and more newspapers until 
today nearly every little hamlet has 
its weekly and every city its sev- 
eral dailies. 


Down thru the years, California 


has seen more newspapers come 
and go than any state in the union, 
save New York. -There are some 700 
newspapers of various types pub- 
lished today in California. Maty of 
the editors are still carrying out the 
traditions of their predecessors in 
the days of '49—freedom of speech 
and press, religious freedom, public 
education of children.
